WINDMILLS AND THE CAPE 


(From About Cape Cod and Cape Cod Handbook) 





NDMILLS, for generations a symbol of the Cape, become in- 
creasingly few as the ravages of time and weather take effect. 
Each passing season leaves its mark upon these staunch giants of 
a bygone day. The few that remain have passed into the hands of 
private or public ownership and are maintained for their pictur- 


esque effect. 


It is somewhat difficult to give reasons for the building of 





‘Windmills on the Cape, but the opinions seem to be that in as much 
as waterpower was lacking the early settlers had to turn to the wind for power to grind 


corn, rye and other grains into flour. 


Many of todays’ generations still recall those pleasant days of looking over the horizon 
seeing the huge arms—with sails set to catch the wind, the creak, creak, creak of the 
rotating appendages turning the huge stones to grind the fruits of the harvest into food. 
Unfortunately those days have faded and only a few of the mills remain as reminders of 
the era. Some have been completely destroyed, others have been restored by interested 


individuals or groups who are proud of the Cape’s historic past. 


The old windmill at Eastham has been restored to its former condition and is prob- 
ably one of the most interesting “sights” on the Cape today. New sails have been put on 
the arms, the wooden gearing repaired so that the mill can grind corn as it used to of 
old. The mill was originally built in Plymouth, more than two hundred years ago, brought 
across Cape Cod Bay to Provincetown and then transported over the road to its present 
site. The oak timbers of which it is built are as stout as they were when first placed and 
are fastened together with wooden pins, used because iron nails were scarce in those days. 
As near as can be traced this mill was built in 1793. 


Chatham has a windmill very similar in general design except that its wings were 
ripped off by a gale a number of years ago and have not been replaced. In West Harwich 
is another old windmill used to pump water for a private estate on which it is located. 
West Yarmouth had a fine old mill, however, in 1935 it was sold and moved to Dearborn, 
Michigan, for the Henry Ford Collection. Others composedly stand along the Cape at 
Cataumet, Orleans, Bass River and other villages some ivy draped, some dressed in a new 
coat of paint and others stretching a lonely wing or two as though calling for help. 


When you happen to pass one of these old sentinels from yesteryear pause for a 
moment. On hillside and moor they stand as monuments to the settlers of historic days, 
Jandmarks to returning mariners and an inspiration to those who cherish old memories.

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IN THE WINGS 


Anyone walking in back of the Play- 
house will hear the whirr of a sewing 
machine—going top speed. That is Irene 
Fagan, wardrobe mistress extraordinaire, 
hard at work. Toward the end of the 
week, the cast of the coming show de- 
scends on her for buttons to be sewed on 
and costumes to be fitted. One wants a 
hat to wear; another needs a pair of 
knickers and loud golf socks; and there 
is still a sofa to be covered and two pairs 
of drapes to be stitched. Somehow Irene 
manages to do it all, and every job has 
to meet her own standards of perfection. 
Doing something just for the effect is not 
enough, for no one guards the Playhouse’s 
professional standards more closely than 
Irene. 


Irene’s name has fooled many into imag- 
ining that she even looks as though she 
has kissed the Blarney Stone. But her 
slight accent is the real proof that she 
was born Irene Erickson of Darlana, 
Sweden. When she was eleven, the fam- 
ly migrated to this country, and Irene 
went to school in New Haven where her 
father worked for the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad. Irene 
started out with the same company before 
she married vaudevillian Charles Fagan. 
When her marriage broke up, she went to 
New York and landed an office job on 
Wall Street. But the evenings were lone- 
ly and she missed the excitement of the 
theatre, so she volunteered to take charge 
of the costuming of the Neighborhood 
Theatre on Grand Street. 


For seven years, Irene sewed the com- 
pany together until the group concluded 
with a real Broadway production, “The 
Grand Street Follies,’ which moved up- 
town to the Booth Theatre. Irene moved 
to the Great White Way with them and 
stayed to supervise the wardrobe of the 
late Oscar Hammerstein’s “Music Box Re- 
vues,” “The Greenwich Village Follies,” 
and many Shubert productions.

Since Raymond Moore brought her to 
the Playhouse in 1931, Irene has sewed, 
mended and pressed scores of great stars 
into shape for performance. No matter 
how tired she gets, she still stands by un- 
til the curtain falls each night, willing to 





help everyone at a moment’s notice. The 
only emergency that rouses her temper is 
the loss of her scissors. Each year the ap- 
prentices learn that borrowing Irene’s 
scissors is “verboten” unless they are used 
in her sight. 


Irene lives in Dennis with her brother, 
Thor, in a neat little Cape Cod cottage 
painted in the Swedish colors, blue and 
yellow. Someday she plans to retire and 
set up her loom in the front window. Her 
mother, an expert weaver, taught her to 
make beautiful rugs, and Irene has saved 
scraps of material from every production 
she has worked on to make into rugs. But 
right now she is too busy, and for many 
winters to come she will probably still put — 
off the trip to Sweden—which she has 
never seen since her childhood—and the 
weaving, to take another job with a 
Broadway show. She would especially 
enjoy doing another with Signe Hasso, 
the Swedish star whom she met last sum- 
mer for the first time, so they could remi- 
nisce in their native tongue over a good 
cup of Swedish coffee. 


In the meantime, no one is having a 
better laugh over this week’s show than 
Irene. She is thoroughly enjoying the 
Swedish background, of course—and for 
the first time in her life she was an actor’s 
coach. During rehearsals every “tack 
tack” sounded different, so Mr. Sircom 
sent for Irene. She had her moment on 
the Playhouse stage, and coached every- 
one’s pronounciation. Next time we “go 
Swedish” we think Irene should be writ- 
ten into the script. Anyway, for her in- 
dispensable job in the wings, “Tack sa 
mycket, Irene. Tack, tack.”

Brian Aherne returns to the Playhouse 
in one of James M. Barrie’s most delight- 
ful plays, “Dear Brutus.”

Movie 
fans remember him for dozens of fine 
films, “What Every Woman Knows,” “My 
Son, My Son,” “Beloved Enemy,” “Sky- 
lark,” and as the unhappy Maxmilian in 
“Juarez’—to mention just a few. 

“Dear Brutus” has intrigued audiences 
over the years because it offers a chance 
we all have often wanted—the chance to 
go back and live our lives differently. It 
answers the question—“If I had only de- 
cided differently, I wonder what would 
have happened?” Barrie’s characters have 
a chance to find out. Today, when even 
our entertainment is often concerned with 
man’s frustration and unhappiness, Bar- 
rie’s love of life and happy philosophy 
give us all a refreshing lift. This spring 
a revival of his “Peter Pan,” starring Jean 
Arthur, was one of New York’s biggest 
hits and promises to run a long time. 
“Dear Brutus” will bring our audiences 
another trip into the world of happy fan- 
tasy. After Mr. Aherne played ‘Dear 
Brutus” on the Ford Theatre television 
show, Mr. Aldrich persuaded him to re- 
peat his performance here at the Play- 
house. 

We feel sure that this seventh bill at 
the Playhouse will be a memorable one, 
and one of the most enjoyable plays of 
the season.

IT’S A NICE TOWN 


Brewster is a quiet old town of serene 
charm and unspoiled beauty. Brewster 
sleeps rather in the past, a past in which 
her fine old mansions sent out more ship- 
masters than any other Cape Cod town. 

Brewster’s first white settler, Mr. John 
Wing, arrived in 1635. A tablet on Wing’s 
Island marks the site of his home. Brew- 
ster was incorporated in 1803, being set 
off from Harwich. On Stony Brook was 
the first water power mill in America, 
later site of a wooden mill and today of 
a more modern water wheel in as pictur- 
esque and charming a spot as may be 
found on the Cape. Nearby once stood 
Sidney Winslow’s cobbler shop, which he 
left to become parent of the great United 
Shoe Machinery firm. 

A roll of Brewster’s eminent citizens 
would contain, mostly, shipmasters. One 
of them, Elijah Cobb, was in Paris during 
the bloody days of the French Revolution, 
and talked Robespierre into freeing his 
ship, restoring his seized money. Brew- 
ster is the birthplace of Joseph C. Lincoln, 
whose Cape Cod novels are so popular.

GERTRUDE LAWRENCE (Bumble) has 
equally great box office appeal both in 
England and the United States, but has 
no more enthusiastic fans anywhere than 
here on Cape Cod. This summer marks 





her tenth anniversary as a Gane Codder— 
for it was just ten years ago that she and 
Richard Aldrich were married and de- 
cided to build their home here. They 
met in Dennis when Miss Lawrence came 
to star in a tryout of “Skylark”’—a par- 
ticularly happy engagement, professional- 
ly and personally. Last summer was 
the first one that Gertrude Lawrence had 
to be away for most of the season. Early 
in September, 1948, she left for England 
to play in London for the first time since 
her marriage. For nine months she played 
“September Tide” to capacity audiences, 
closing in July just in time to sail for the 
States and open in Dennis, then Falmouth 
Playhouse. Last summer + while she was 
playing in Dennis, she left the Cape for 
one day to go to New York and test for 
the film, “Glass Menagerie.” The test was 
sensationally successful and Gertrude 
Lawrence went to Hollywood in the fall. 
According to all advance reports, ‘Glass 
Menagerie” is one of the finest films to 
come from Hollywood in many years, and

Gertrude Lawrence’s performance in her 
first American film is reported to be bril- 
liant, as is her stage work. Cape residents 
are particularly fortunate in being able 
to. see Miss Lawrence each summer for 
her schedule is brimming over with plans, 
theatrical and otherwise. At present, she 
is preparing for the musical version of 
“Anna and the King of Siam’’ which is 
being converted by Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein for spring production on Broad- 
way. It may well be that this produc- 
tion may keep Miss Lawrence on Broad- 
way for several seasons. This summer, 
she has been devoting some time to her 
beautiful gardens at her home in Dennis 
and has been doing extraordinarily well, 
perhaps in anticipation of that long 
Broadway run. 


DENNIS KING (Reggie) came to the 
Cape for the first time two years ago 
when he starred in “The Second Man,’ 
at the Playhouse. Last year he was only 
an occasional visitor in Dennis while he 
was playing in “The Winslow Boy” with 
Sir Cedric Hardwicke 
at the Falmouth Play- 
house, but he _ has 
every intention of be- 
ing a Cape resident 
soon. Last summer he 
bought some property 
at Sesuit Neck, and 
hopes to build in the 
near future. He came 
from the Coast this 
month especially to 

# play in “Traveller’s 
J oy.” This is the first time he has played 
with Gertrude Lawrence since they were 
on the road together in “Pygmalion” the 
season of 1945-46. Last season he scored 
one of the biggest hits in his phenomenal- 
ly successful career as “Gentleman John- 
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nie’ Burgoyne in “The Devil’s Disciple” 
with Maurice Evans. No role has ever 
brought him more acclaim, although he 


has always received the highest praise of 
audience and critics alike for such diver- 
sified productions as “A Doll’s House,” 
“The Three Sisters,” “Love for Love,” 
“Parnell,” “Petticoat Fever,” and ‘“Medea”’ 
with Judith Anderson. As if this were not 
accomplishment enough, Mr. King is also 
one of our greatest musical comedy stars, 
having thrilled audiences in such shows 
as “Rose Marie,” “The Vagabond King,” 
“Show Boat,” and “I Married an Angel.” 
Cape Cod audiences are among his favor- 
ites, and they are as happy to welcome 
him as he is to be back with them. 


HARRY TOWNES (Tom Wright) seems 
to'like Cape Cod for he returns here after 
last summer’s engagement with Elisabeth 
Bergner as Mercury in “Amphitryon 38” 
at Falmouth Playhouse. Born in the same 
Alabama town as Tallulah (Huntsville), 
he went on from there to the University 
of Alabama and Columbia University. 
Education to profession was a short hop 
and skip for a nimble fellow as he. He ap- 
peared in the Broadway productions of 
“Tobacco Road,” “Strip for Action,” “Mr. 
Sycamore” (with Stuart Erwin and Lil- 
lian Gish) and in many other hits. He 
was the Leprechaun in “Finian’s Rain- 
bow” and this past season he turned in a 
very neat job as Feste in “Twelfth Night.” 
In addition to his stage activities, he has 
played all sorts of roles on all the net- 
works and on the Kraft,.

ANTHONY KEMBLE-COOPER (Lord 
Tilbrook) is a member of the most cele- 
brated family in theatrical history. In 
Shakespeare’s day a Kemble was playing 
at the Globe Theatre and every gener- 
ation since then some branch of the fam- 
ily has produced celebrated actors includ- 





ing Fanny Kemble, Sarah Siddons and 
John Philip Kemble. Anthony and his 
sister Violet Kemble-Cooper, have con- 
tinued to bring honor to the family in this 
country. A partial list of his appearances 
include “Richard III,” “Anne of England,” 
“Ten Little Indians,” “Mary of Scotland,” 
“The School for Scandal,” “Sheppey.” He 


also filmed the title role of MGM’s “Life 
of Will Shakespeare.” 


CYNTHIA LATHAM (Miss Tilsen) was 
also a member of the cast that toured 
with Miss Lawrence and Mr. King in 
“Pygmalion.” Her first Broadway ap- 
pearance came into being under the spon- 
sorship of William A. Brady in “The 
Elder Son” in which her mother, Cynthia 
Brooke, was starring.
